President Urges Miners and Oper- 


ators Meet as Soon as Possible 


to Agree on Settlement. 


BASED ON COMMISSION REPORT 


Executive Order Leaves Coal Dis- 


tribution Under Supervision of 


the Government 


•Washington, Mar. 23.—President 


Wilson today called miners and op- 
erators to a joint conference to re- 
vise the wage schedule on the basis 
recommended on the majority report 
of the coal commission. 


The' wage advances recommended 


in the award are approximately 27 
per cent over those fixed in the last 
soft coal agreement. 


At the same time the president is- 


sued an executive order to take ef- 
fect April- 1, abolishing all orders 
relative to coal prices issued prior to 
March 1 when the railroads were re- 
turned to their owners. 


The effect of this order is to leave 


coal distribution and control of coal 
exports under government super- 
vision hut to knock out all price leg- 
islation issued under authority of the 
Lever act. 


The White House made public hoth 


the majority and minority report of 
the coal commission which adjourned 
recently after a lone hearing on the 
bituminous coal wage controversy. 


The majority report was signed 


by the' public and operators' repre- 
sentatives on the commission and the 
minority report by the miner*' rep- 
resentatives. 


In his letter calling miners and 


operators to conference, Wilson urg- 
ed they meet at the earliest date pos- 
sible and agree upon' a settlement so 
coal consumers might have the in- 
formation to enable than to make 
contracts for the coming year.
